M ajor .Jackson is now sec retary o f 
state, and has served Several term s 
in that oilier, and his ability to fiil 
the highest executive jxisition within 
the state. 


The speaker lia< been 011 an active 
campaign for several weeks, m aking 
several talks each day, apid 
his 
\roi«*o showed the strain th a t he h a s 
encountered. The coliseum was a l­ 
most 'filled for the speaking and M a­ 
jo r Ja c k so n was given a big ovation 
when lie was introduced. 


A fter a f«*w opening rem arks, 
ho 
took up the farm ing question, and in 
part s;iid: 
“Agricultun*,” said M ajor Jackson 
“ it !" agree«! by all, has not shared, 
as it should in the general prosperity. 
The present situ atio # ought to he 
corrected. And T desire f«> say that if? 
I am elected to the high position of 
governor, it will h<* my pleasure— as 
well as one of my first duties— to co­ 
operate with the legislature 
in 
a 
movement to relieve the fa rm ers and 
to.give them the consideration which 
i" their due. There is no reason why 
they should not receive a f a ir re tu rn « 
from their investment and a fa ir re ­ 
num eration fo r their labor.” 
Turning t<> the question of roads, 
the speaker declared the present s y s ­ 
tem of highways is one of which the 
sta te o f Indiana m ay well be proud. 
The general prosperity and w elfare 
of our state, he said, is closely r e ­ 
lated to an adequate highw ay system , 
ami in this <*oniieetion he advocated 
the most aggressive program of good 
road" construction consistent with 
reduction o f tax es and proper a p p o r­ 
tionment of the burden »>t‘ co n stru c­ 
tion over a |K*riod of years. 
Touching briefly upon the 
public 
schools, M ajor Jack so n appealed for

iana fields this spring was fore- 
cast today by |T.. M. Ringsbury, 
assistant State 'geologist. 


The oil men have as incentive 


the reaen't advance 'in crude oijl 
prices, Kingsbury said. 


Last year prospecting in Indiana 


received u set 'back through the 
enormous supply from the California 
wells, which cut prices. The Cal- 
ifornia production, from known fields 
has reached the peak, and a decline 
has set in according to Kingsbury. 


Greatest activity tins year 'will 


be in what is known as the • "Hot- 
mire" field iu southern Jay and 
northern Randolph counties, Kings- 
bury predicted. This is the newly 
located pool in the old Trenton 'for- 
mation. Ltist year 53 wells were 
drilled in the new pool. 


Only eiglht 
were dry, one was 


abandoned because of limited pro- 
duction and 43 are producing at 
the average rate of 40 barrels of 
oil a day. 
' 


A few of the wells had initial- pro- 


duction of as much as 200 barrels 
or more a day. At the end of six 
months the wells had settled down 
to about 25 barrels a day. 
, In the counties of Pike', Gibson 
and Knox is another field where 
activity of drillers will be increased 
this spring, he said.

National Conference for 
Methodist 


Episcopal Church Will Invite 


'Many Discussions 


850 DELEGATES EXPECTED 


Chicago, 111., April 29—The gener- 


al conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, will be held in May at 
'Springfield, Mass., is expected 
to 


draw 850 delegates from all parts of 
the United States and 
forty-four 


foreign nations and territories. The 
conference will legislate .for 4,774,- 
500 members of the church in 
the 


world. Half the delegates are minis- 
ters and half laymen. 


One subject for discussion at the 


forthcoming conference-will be the 
union of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church' South. If the plan is accepted 
by the conference the general con- 
ference'of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, which normally meets 
in 1925, will probably be called in 
special session to consider the plan. 
Acceptance by that body will make 
the plan effective. Large sections of 
the membership of each of the two 
churches are in -favor of unification. 


Another question to be reviewed by 


the conference is the status .of the 
Episcopacy. The entire .system of 
Episcopal supervision will be consid- 
ered. 


The entire organization of the be- 


nevolent boards of the denomination 
is to be considered. Several plans 
have been discussed and a commis- 
sion appointed to study the question. 
The general conference will decide 
whether the present ten highly spec- 
ialized board will be combined into 
a single general board with man}* de- 
partments or left as they are.

v Farm labor costs naturally went 
up after the war on account of high- 
er living expenses and the high wages 
nvhich -were paid in industrial cen- 
ters. 


Manufacturing interests increasecl 


•wages as the demand for labor in- 
creased and in the dux; course of time 
drew men from the farm. Conse- 
quently, farmers had to meet t'he of 
fers of otiier business or lose their 
help.

BASS BEGINS MAY 1 


Unlawful For Fishermen to* Angle 


Fti" Blue fiills^and Bass Until 


• 
June Fifteenth 
' . 


LAW WAS PASSED IN 1921 
^ 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 29—The 


closed season on large and small- 
moujth black bass and blue gill starts. 
May 1 and ends at midnight June 15. 
Between such dates it is; unlawful to 
take these ifish from. Hoosier public 
waters. 


This law-was enacted in 1921 be- 


cause iinsportsman-like people^ per- 
sisted in taking fish off the nests 
during the spawning period. As a 
protective meaure to not only save 
the game fish but to aid in reproduc- 
tion, it has been a •great success, and 
•according' to iGeorge_2f. Mamifeld," 
chief of the fish and game division 
of the state conservation depart- 
ment, these species have multiplied 
greatly since the protective season 
was established. 


JMannfeld says the spring seasons 


of 1921 and 1922 were very favor- 
able for reproduction of these fishes 
in Indiana streams, but that due to 
the late spring of 4923 and the oily 
waters caused by heavy rains and 
stro_ng winds, that year was not in- 
dueive to prolific reproduction. Bass 
spawned in 1921 now are over 10 
inches in tengt'h, the required size be- 
fore they can be lawfully taken. The 
Indiana I-aftv permits one person to 
catch 12 black bass a day and if two 
persons fish from a boat they may- 
take.^O. There is no size limit on blue 
gills but it is unlawful for one ,t» 
take or possess more than 50 of 
these fish any single day. -
